The committee into whose hands the minutes of the Synod of New York and 
of the West were placed for examination, would beg leave to state that the former 
convened in the Lutheran Church at Livingston’s Manor, Columbia county, New 
York, on the 16thof September 1843, There were present 15 ordained ministers, 
4 candidates, and 2 commissioners. Its officers are Rev. H. N. Poleman, Pre'st, 
Rev. Jacob Day, Secretary, Rev. N. W. Geortner, Treasurer. There were 16 
absentees, most of whom were excused. 

Their parochial reports stand as follows: Congregations 35; Baptisms of In- 
fants 787 ; Adults 43 ; Confirmations 470 ; number admitted from other Churches 
31; number who haye partaken of the Lord’s Supper, 5791 ; number removed 
107 ; number of deaths of members 97 ; Funerals attended in congregations 292 ; 
Sunday schools 35 ; teachers 160 ; scholars, adults 62 ; children 568. 

The Synod of the West held its tenth annual convention at Fort Wayne, Allen 
county, Indiana, in October 1844. Its officers are, Rev. S. Springer, Pres’t; A. 
A. Trimper, See’ry ; F. Wynecken, Treasurer. This Synod numbers 19 ordain- 
ed ministers and 11 licentiates, 20 of whom were absent. 

The parochial reports stand as follows: Congregations 44 ; baptisms of Infants 
473 ; adults 53; confirmed 132; admitted 54; communicants 2847; Sunday 


schools 6 ; Bible classes 3; Prayer-meetings 20 ; burials 318 ; collected for treas-
